FEEDING THE PIG. 


The best feeders of stock seem! 


to others may appear to be intui- 
tive knowledge, will, on examina- 
tion, usually be found to be the re- 
sult of keen observation and pains- 
taking, coupled with long experi- 
ence. On coming into a stable, 
and looking at an animal, such a 
man will at a glance take note of 
a dozen things that the uninitiated 
would scarcely see, even if they 
were pointed out to him—such 
things as the condition of the 
droppings, the look of the hair, the 
bnightness or dullness of the eye, 
the pose of the body, the curl of 
the tail, ete., from which he can 
unerringly interpret the thrift, or 


lack of it, in the animal viewed. It} 


is men of this class, however—men 
who haye learned a great deal 
without help—that are most ready 
to welcome fresh information on 
the feeding question, such as can 
be found in published analysis of 
foods, and in the reports of ex- 
periments conducted at the differ- 
ent experiment stations. 

At the Agricultural Experiment | 
Station at Urbana, {llinois, an in- 
vestigation was started five years 
ago, the purpose of which was to} 
develop a new feeding standard 
The work is not com- 
pleted yet, but circulars are issu- 
ed from year to year showing the 
progress to date, and emphasizing 
such conclusions as have been es- 
tablished. Thirteen experiments 
in all have been conducted, involy- 
ing the use of 618 pigs. Circular 
No. 133, published last month, has 
reached us, and we note a few of 
the more important conclusions: 

It has been found that exercise 
is essential to best results. ‘‘For 
maximum and most economical 
production, if seems absolutely 
necessary. for the young and grow- 
ing pig to have an abundamee of 
exercise. Its chief value scems to 
be in the influence it exerts Wpon | 
and digestive func 
tions, If pigs are changed from 
lots where they have had consid- 
exercise to lots where they 
do not have so much, their feed 
be correspondingly redu@ed. 
Hence, they will also make smaller 
and usually more expensive gains. 

Sudden changes in rations are 
Warned against. As it takes time | 
for a pig to become accustomed to

Wishes to call the attention of the Public to the 
following extract from the Criminal Code: 


-492-—Eivery one is guilty of an indictable 
offence, and liable to two years’ imprisonment, who 
wilfully : : 

(a) Destroys, removes or damages anything which forms 
part of, or is used or employed in or about any electric 
or magnetic telegraph, electric light, telephone, or fire- 
alarm, or in the working thereof, or for the transmis- 
sion of electricity for other lawful purposes ; or 

(b) Prevents or obstructs the sending, conveyance or 
delivery of any communication by any such telegraph, 
telephone or fire-alarm, or the transmission of 
electricity for any such electric light, or for any such 
purpose as aforesaid. 

2—Any one who wilfully by any overt act, 
attempts to commit any such offence, is guilty 
of an offence and liable, on summary conviction, to a 
penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, or to three months’ 
imprisonment, with or without hard labour.—R. S. C. 
c 168, ss. 40 and 41. 

To constitute an offence the act must be done without 
legal justification or excuse and without color or right.

None -the less, when asked about 
the matter, the old man attested 
worthiness. ‘‘I can tell you this,’’ 
said he, ‘“‘that as my grandfather 
was Burns’ eldest son, and my mo- 
ther was an only daughter — her 
brother had no children—I really 
don’t know any of the Burns fam- 
ily who should by rights take pre- 
cedence of me. 

“My mother,’? he continued, 
‘““vwhom I remember well, was. the 
yery image of Burns himself, with 
his flashing dark eyes and jet black 
hair. She could sing, too. She 
used to sing nearly all‘ father’s 
songs.’’ ! 

Quite apart from his connection 
with Scotland’s poet, Mr. Pyrkes, 
“Sammy,’’ as he is: known in the 
factory, is a little man, with not 
very much of the Burns stamp 
about him—is an extremely inter- 
esting old workman, his particular 
part of tea~urn making being one 
to which very few younger folk are 
turning their attention, for new- 
fangled boilers have long put the 
old brown, hand-hammered tea-urn 
out of fashion. 

He can boast that whilst his fa- 
ther had worked at the ‘same trade 
foe 50 years, he himself has’ been 
making tea-urns ever since he was 
11 years old, and has been with his 
present employers for over 40 years. 
Still, though on the verge of three- 
score and-ten, and not always in 
the best of health, he does his daily 
work with a will, and has never 
been known to grumble. 

He is looking forward to the 
hope of an old age pension, to 
which often he good-humoredly re- 
marks: he will become entitled ‘at 
just about the same time as King 
Edward himself, who is his elder 
by a month. Needless to say, he 
is still a keen enthusiast in the 
poetry and message, the ‘‘pith 0!

The leaves of cresses cut 
away from the stem; cut fine one- 
eighth of a small green pepper, 
and a small sized onion; put all to- 
gether in a basin cf'cold water 
standing for about one hour before 
serving to make it nice and crisp; 
drain off the water, add in to taste 
olive oil, vinegar, salt, and pep- 
per, and serve.

Corn Salad.—Two cupfuls 


cabbage, one cupful of sugar, mus- 
tard, and salt to taste. Also add 
red peppers to taste. Cover it

on the stove and let the whole 
simmer about twenty minutes. If 
canned this will keep a long time. 
_ Tip Top Salad.—One cupful of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful of mus- 
tard, half cupful of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a dash of cayenne 
pepper, one tablespoonful of flour, 
one small lump of butter.

THE SEWING ROOM. 


Saving Time Sewing.—One can 
gather by hand and baste at. the 
same time by following this easy 
method: Suppose you plan to ga- 
ther to a gauge of once and a half. 
Cut a piece of cardboard one and 
one-half inches long, with a nick 
at the end of the inch. With your 
needle gather up one and one-half 
inches of goods, draw the gathers 
up into an inch space, and set a 
small basting stitch Thus you have 
drawn your “‘once and a half’’ in- 
to the proper space and have done 
your basting all with one turn of 
the wrist, so to speak.

ISLAND COMES AND GOES. 


Rises In August and Disappears Regu- 
larly In February. 

One of Michigan’s. unsolyed myste- 
ries is the island that every summer 
comes to the surface of Lake Orion 
and every winter goes back again to 
the depths from whence it arose. 

Its periods of appearance and dis- 
appearance are nearly regular. It 
comes to the surface about the middle 
of August and goes down again about 
eb. 15. What causes it to act thus 
strangely is a conundrum that none 
‘has been able to solve, but to keep it 
above water or compel it to remain in 
the depths have been alike without re- 
sults. 

On one occasion a number of farm- 
ers and teamsters resolved to put the 
island out of moving business. In 
their efforts to do so they hauled many 
loads of stone and deposited them on 
it during the early part of winter, be- 
lieving that when it went down in 
Tebr-ary it would go down for good, 
weighted as it was with the stones. 
But the following August saw it bob 
up serenely from below—minus its load 
of stones. 

At another time an effort was made 
to keep it on the surface, and it was 
chained to the surrounding country 
with heavy log chains. When its 
time for departure came it departed, 
and the log chains departed with it 
The log chains were never recovered. 

The island is composed of soft mud 
and rushes, and there are some skep- 
tical souls who attribute its formation 
and appearance and disappearance to 
the gathering of vegetation in one spot 
by the currents of the lake and its sub- 
sequent decay. 


“Window Leaves.” 

In South Africa Dr. R. Marloth dis- 
covered six species of plants possess- 
ing what are styled “window leaves.” 
They are all stemless succulents, and 
the egg shaped leaves are imbedded 
in the ground, only the apexes re- 
maining visible. This visible part of 
the leaves is flat or convex on the sur- 
face and colorless, so that the lght 
can penetrate it and reach the interior 
of the leaf below, which is green on 
the inside. With the exception of the 
blunt apex, no part of the leaf is 

rmeable to the light, being surround- 
ed by the soil in which it is buried. 
The first of these plants discovered is 
a species of bulbine.—London Oraphic,

Wonderful Cactuses. 

The largest cactuses in the world are 
those to be found in parts of Mexico. 
The curious bristling plants common 
in greenhouses and even in botanical 
collections give but a poor iden of the 
size and beauty of this variety. It Is 
common, for example, to tind a single 
plant growing to a height of eight or 
ten feet which will weigh several hun 
dred pounds. The cactuses grow in a 
bewildering variety of forms and col- 
ors. Their blossoms are corresponding- 
ly large and varied.

The inquest into the cause of death of 
one Owen Nolan, whose home was near 
Tweed. and whose dead body was found 
in a box stall in the stable of the Stir- 
ling House on December 27th last, wae 
concluded before Coroner J. D. Bisson- 
nette, M. D., and jurors J, S. Morton, 
foreman; M4. 1. Goldsmith, F. 1, Ward) 
H. Hadley, Jas. EK. Lagrow, J. L. Asti- 
ey, W. J. Reynolds, G. H. Luery, F. 
J. Wescott, J. W. Brown, J. M. McGee 
and D. A. Burkitt on Tuesday last, 
The verdict was, in short, '' Death from 
pneumonia and exposure, no foul play 
as far as ascertained.” It will be re- 
membered that there was found on’ the 
chin and lips of the deceased a green 
substance resembling Paris green, which 
fact gave rise to suspicion of foul play. 
An autopsy was made by Dr. Potts, 
and not only the stomach and contents, 
but the green substance, was forwarded 
to the Provincial analyst at Toronto for 
examination. Several adjournments of 
the inquest had to be made to await the 
report of this analysis, and when it 
came it was to the effect that no poison 
was found, or anything to throw light 
upon the cause of death.

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LANSDOWNE’S HOME, 


Former Governor-Gonoral Hos a 


Magnificent Mansion. 

No matter what one’s convictions— 
if one happens to have any—in regard 
fo the present political struggle in 
Britain, all Canadians look with in- 
terest upon the goings and comings of 
Lord Lansdowne, It is said that, for 
his yoars, Lansdowne looks wonder. 
fully young, but in point of fact he 
18 no freshman. 


To be more exact, 
Lansdowne was born around 18 and 
it was in the eighties that he gs ryed 
o five ar term as Governor-Generul 
of Ca la 


While popular enough with the 
average Wnglish Canadian, it was the 
French people of Canada who took 
Lansdowne to their hearts. There 


hever had been oa governor-general, 
and probably never will be another, 
who we quite Lansdowne equal in 
captivating the people of Old Quebec, 
He spoke to them in their own ton- 
gue, but there was no striving after 
words, He spoke the French of the 
accomplished Parisian. His gestures 
were Ifrench, and well they might 
have been, for his mother was the 
daughter of Comte de Flahault. 
Lord Lansdowne’s town house, Ber- 
keley Square, London, is one of the 
most stately and most artistically 
adorned of London’s historie man- 
sions. Built for Lord Bute in the 
early part of the eighteenth century, 
and purchased from him by the 
second Marl of Shelburne, it bore for 
a time the name of Shelburne House, 
which was changed to Lansdowne 
House on the promotion of the last- 
named peer to the marquisate of 
which its present master is the fifth 
holder. Its splendid suite of recep- 
tion-rooms, with its almost inex- 
haustible collection of exquisite ex- 
amples of classic statuary and of the 
pictorial art of the most famous Con- 
tinental and British masters, has 
often been described. Columns might 
be written about the magnificent col- 
lection of Roman and Greek anti- 
quities, brought together chiefly by 
the first marquis, and known as the 
Lansdowne marbles.” There is 
hardly a room or a corridor in Lans- 
downe House which has not its con- 
tributions from that unique collection. 
Lord and Lady: Lansdowne find keen 
pleasure in sharing the enjoyment of 
this glorious art inheritance with 
their guests; and no English host and 
hostess of our time have been more 
popular.

The pledge was given in the speech 
from the throne with which the ses- 
sion of Parliament was opened, al- 
though the Government bill to give 
the pledge effect had not been intro- 
duced into the House when the Christ- 
mes and New Year recess took place. 

Some may think that the pledge is 
not being carried out in the wisest 
manner possible, some may think that 
it does not go far enough; but be that 
as it may, there it stands, and it 
means much, even if it means no more 
than a beginning. ‘ 

here is nothing in the nature ofa 
finality about it, and what has been 
done in 1909 or may be done in 1910 
should not prevent more being done 
in the years te esme, 

With so bright and encouraging a 
year behind them, the Canadian peo- 
ple should enter upon the one that 
lies ahead with contidence and high 
hope. The national sky is clear, tne 
sun of prosperity shines brightly, and 
we should take up the duties and ap- 
ply ourselves to the tasks of 1910 Wita 
cheerful minds and stout hearts. 

Perhaps it would be difficult to fina 
a more appropriate sentiment for this 
season than that given expression to 
by Longtellow in ‘‘Hyperion”:» when 
he wrote: “Look not mournifully into 
the Past.

About Seeds 


A great many farmers in purchasing 
seeds do not understand what is meant 
by the term '' Government Standard,” 
This term does not mean that the seed 
so labelled is entirely free from all nox- 
ious weeds, The following extracts 
from a pamphlet issued by the Seeds 
branch of the Daminion Government, 
explaining ‘'The Seed Control Act,” 
are worth studying by all interested : 

The term **Government Standard” 
applied to Timothy, Alsike or Red 

Clover seeds, does not mean that the 
seed is of *‘ No, 1” quality, as provided 
under Section 7 of the Seed Control Act, 
which fixes the standard for seeds which 
may be marked "* No. 1” or otherwise 
represented to be of first quality. The 
term ** Government Standard ” has been 
largely used with seeds which were 
sufficiently clean to meet the provisions 
of theo minimum standard fixed in Sec- 
tion 8 of the Seed Control Act, which 
allows 92 seeds of the weeds named in 
the Act per one ounce of Red Clover; 
212 per ounce of Alsike, and 410 per 
ounce of Timothy seed, 

The following quotation is taken from 
a circular, issued by an Ontario retail 
seed merchant, which is exceedingly 
misleading: ‘* We have decided to sell 
only STANDARD SEED, every bag under 
GOVERNMENT SDAL, thus insuring you 
clean seed,” 

There is no Government in Canada 
which assumes to inspect any seeds be- 
fore they are offered for sale for seeding. 
Some reliable seed houses sell grass and 
clover seeds in bags sealed by them with 
a lead seal. No Government seal is 
used onany seeds offered for sale in the 
trade. Seed purchasers who desire Tim- 
othy, Alsike or Red Clover seeds of first 
quality should see to it that the goods 
they purchase are marked ‘'' No. 1” or 
otherwise clearly represented to be of 
first quality. f 

Under the Seed Control Act (section 
14), wholesale seed merchants have the 
privilege of selling seeds in sealed pack- 
ages or bags sealed by them, thus re- 
lieving retail merchants of any respon- 
sibility connected therewith. so long as 
the seal thereon remains intact,

A Deliberate Suicide 


There occurred on Tuesday last one 
of those unfortunate affairs which al 
ways cause a shock to pass over the 
community in which they take place.

His wife 
and son Edgar have for some time 
been his only companions in the home, 
although another son, Frank, and fam- 
ily occupy another house on the same 
farm, Edgar, born some 46 years ago, 
was the oldest child.

in the barn, neatly and solidly fixed 
to a piece of timber in such a way that 
the timber acted as a holder or socket 
of the riflee On Monday this was 
missed from the barn, but little was 
thought of this fact, although Mrs. 
Juby heard several reports of the rifle 
during the afternoon. On Tuesday 
morning Edgar rose somewhat earlier 
than usual and went to the stables and 
fed the horses and cattle as usual. 
When breakfast time came he did not 
appear and it was thought he had 
gone to some of the neighbors, for he 
had taken his overcoat with him. 
While the aged couple were eating 
their breakfast at about 8 o’clock the 
sharp report of the rifle was heard, 
and on search being made the dead 
body of Edgar was found lying on its 
back on the ground in front of the 
previously described rifle and timber, 
which had been securely wedged be- 
tween two trees and levelled over a 
carpenter’s sawhorse at a height of 
about 30 inches above the ground in 
the woods a few rods east and north 
of the barns, Neighbors were soon 
informed of the fact and Coroner Dr. 


| Bissonnette was summoned before the

Bissonnette found several neighbors 
present and together they examined 
the rifle and its ingeniously construct- 
ed socket, and found that every pains 
had been taken to make the shot a 
sure death one.

In Babylonia the Food Problem 
Dominated all the Affairs 
of Life. 


In the wonderful restoration of 
the ancient past which has rogulted | 
from the work of the explorer in 
the East nothing is more astonish- 
ing than the knowledge we have 
gained of the social life, manners 
and customs of the ancient inhabi- 
tants of Egypt, Babylonia and other 
Eastern centres of civilization. 

In this respect the discoveries in 
Babylonia have been far more en- 
lightening than any others, for in 
that land education was more gen- 
eval, extending to the lower grades 
of the community, and the literary 
tendency of the people leading them 
to have a written record for any 
event supplies us with a mass of 
details of the affairs of daily life 
fay more vivid than in the case of 
any other people of antiquity. 

Babylonia was the garden of the 
ancient East, as later tradition 
made it the site of the ‘Garden of 
den,’’ and the ancient Sumerian 
population was the earliest organ- 
ized community of agriculturists of 
whom we have record, says W. St. 
Chad Boscawen in the London 
Globe. 


THE NATURE OF THE SOIL,

and by his assistance rendered her 
fay more lavish in according him 
supplies for his wants, The ex- 
treme fertility of the Chaldean plain 
soon made it the corn producing 
centre of the whole of western 
Asia, and as food was the equiva- 
lent. of money it soon became the 
predominant partner in the world of 
commerce. 

As a result of the old primitive 
barter system payments in kind rul- 
ed instead of cash payments and 
corn became money. Surplus sup- 
ples of corn or other food stuffs 
became income or capital and could 
minister to the luxury of the suc- 
cessful agriculturiet, With the 
rise of the village community and 
later the city kingdom this increase 
of wealth became a source of rev- 
enue on which the heads of the 
jcommunity could draw for com- 
munal wants, and in this manner 
there grew up the first and great- 
est system of revenue ever found 
lin aneient Oriental lands.

The Late Join T. Green 


After a very. brief illness, Mr. Jolin 
T. Green passed away at the residence 
of his son, Dr. Chas. 8. Green, 186 Mad- 
ison Ave., New York, on Jan, 24, 1910, 
in the 51st year of his age.

A despatch from Toronto says: 
That the future of the Dominion 
lier in the productive development 
of our farming land was the opin- 
len expressed by Mr. C. CG.

OUR LITERATURE GROWS, 


And Canadian Authors Are Improv. 
ing Quality of Output. 


Within the last few years there has 
been a distinet lrmprovement in the 
quality of Canadinn literature, says 
Saturday Night. There has been no 
falling off in the production of 
volumes of crude, amateurish verse 
und prose, But recently, both in the 
cust and in the west, there have arisen 
CHT quite considerable in num 
er, possessing genuine talent tor 
Writing. And it is interesting to note 
that a large proportion of these rising 
iuthors are women, Indeed, if we 
leave out ot consideration the Cuna- 
dians who haye left the country to 
find a better market for their literary 
wares, one might argue with consider- 
able reason that the feminine writers 
are more than holding their own in 
competition with the men. 


Marian Keith, whose name in pri- 
vate life is Miss Esther Miller, has 
written a number of novels which 
rank well up with the work of Ralph 
Connor, and which are much more 
even in quality than the stories o1 
Robert E. Knowles. Of course your 
captious critic will sniff at mention 
of Mr. Knowles and also perhaps of 
Ralph Connor, and will say: *'Well, 
if the promising women writers you 
speak of cannot do better than to earn 
comparison with these two  pastor- 
authors I can’t see any reason for 
waxing enthusiastic about their 
work.” Of course Ralph Connor in 
his late novels and Mr. Knowles in 
his early ones are frequently off the 
key, but beyond doubt they have both 
Struck chords that genuinely affect 
the heart. And Marian Keith is de- 
serving of special consideration be- 
cause her work has in a very large 
degree the best qu=lities of the works 
of these masculine rivals in a similar 
field, with scarcely any of their 
faults. Marian Keith is very seldom 
off the key. She knows thoroughly 
the Ontario rural life of which she 
writes. She was born near Orillia, 
taught school in that town for a num- 
ber of years, visited much among the 
Scotch farmers of the neighborhood, 
and has written stories of these folk 
60 simply true to life that they are al- 
together delightful and satisfying to 
everyone capable of judging their 
fidelity of interpretation. In the east 

iss L. M. Montgomery, of Prince 
Edward Island, has won the praise 
of about the whole literary world with 


“Anne of Green Gables,” and al- 
though her later story, “Anne of 
Avonlea,” is not, as was remarked 


recently, a work of any distinction, 
this author has shown herself to be 
possessed of yery remarkable skill, 
bympathy, and understanding. In 
the west another school teacher has 
distinguished herself, although we 
had*»about come to the conclusion 
that a pedagogue, and especially a 
feminine pedagogue, was about the 
last person to be expected to achieve 
success in authorship. This is Mrs. 
Nellie L. McClung, a native of On- 
tario, now living in the little town of 
Manitou, Manitoba, whose homely 
tale, ‘Sowing Seeds in Danny,” won 
instant recognition both in and _ be- 
yond this country. Agnes C. Laut 
and Agnes Deans Cameron—another 
ex-school teacher—haye won such 
fame as journalist-authors as any 
man in the country doing such work 
might envy. These two, however, are 
not stay-at-homes, and do not proper- 
ly belong in this list. 

But one need not proceed with the 
count to demonstrate that our women 
writers are doing credit to their sex. 
They have not in their ranks a Robert 
W. Service, it is true. But in the 
matter of story-telling, will not Marian 
Keith, Miss Montgomery, and Mrs. 
McClung measure up well with ahy 
three men writers resident in the 
country? (Mr. W. A. Fraser no doubt 
woudd scoff at being compared with 
any other Canadian author; but he 
must not be overlooked.) Moreover 
it might be added that most of the 
very poor books, both of prose and 
verse, issued in Canada recently have 
been written by men. Let us then 
salute with heartiness the women of 
our land who have done so well—both 
those who have raised the standard 
of our literature by good writing and 
those who have refrained from lower- 
ing it by bad writing. At the same 
time it would be better if all our 
really accomplished men writers could 
be induced to stay at home, although 
this would place the ladies rather in 
the background. And I will go fur- 
ther—great as the risk may be—and 
say that it would be betterr still if we 
could develop a few writers of the 
first rank, even though such an 
eventuality should obscure our wo- 
men writers much more completely.

People 

Professor I’, H. King, of Madison, 
Wis., in writing on soil cultivation in 
the far East in FARM AND FIRBSIDE 
makes these interesting comments: 

It could not fail to be a matter of the 
highest industrial, educational and 
social importance to all nations, were it 
possible to bring to them a full and ac- 
curate account of all those conditions 
and practices which have made it pos- 
sible for such dense populations to be 
maintained so largely upon the products 
of Chinese, Korean, and Japanese soils. 
Many of tho steps, phases and practices 
through which this evolution has passed 
are irrevocably buried in the past, but 
such remarkable maintenance efliciency 
attained centuries ago and projected in- 
to the past with little apparent deca- 
dence, merits the most profound study 
and the time is fully ripe when it should 
be made, 


With our population increasing at 
the rate of nearly a million a year dur- 
ing the last half century it is clear that 
we can hardly learn too soon or too 
thoroughly our probable limit of soil 
and crop production, and the best 
methods of insuring and maintaining it. 
Probably nothing can give a safer meas- 
ure of the maintenance capacity of the 
farm and farmers of 4 nation than the 
number of people they feed per unit 
area of cultivated field, and it is doubt- 
ful if there is a better place to study this 
problem than in China and Japan at the 
present time, 


According to official statistics pub- 
lished in 1908 Japan has in its main 
islands, exclusive of Formosa and Ka- 
rafuto, a population of 48,542,736 and 
the area of its cultivated fields is 21,821 
square miles. This is 2,277 people to 
the square mile, and besides these there 
are also maintained 2,600,000 cattle and 
horses, nearly all of which are laboring 
animals, giving a population of one 
hundred and forty-two people and seven 
horsés and cattle to each forty acres of 
cultivated field; a condition sufficiently 
different from our most fully occupied 
forty-acre farm to make the busiest man 
among us stop and do some thinking. 


The old farmer who permitted me to 
hold his plow told my interpreter that 
there were twelve in his family and 
that he owned and was cultivating fif- 
teen mow of land, which is two and one 
half acres, and that besides his team—a 
cow and small donkey—he usually fed 
two pigs. This is at the rate of one 
hundred and ninety-two people, sixteen 
cows, sixteen donkeys, and thirty-two 
pigs on a forty-acre farm; a population 
density of 8,072 people, two hundred 
and fifty-six cows, two hundred and 
fifty-six donkeys and five hundred and 
twelve swine per square mile, 


Japan is making rapid strides along 
many industrial lines and great atten- 
tion has for many years been paid to 
her agriculture, in which rapid progress 
is being made. As early as 1872 she 
had established an agricultural college. 
For several years the soil survey of the 
main islands has been completed with 
large scale maps and is made the basis 
of values for national, prefectural and 
local land taxes. She hasan admirable 
system of road maintenance in effective 
operation. She has many agricultural 
experiment stations, nine of which we 
visited, and the equipment at Tokio for 
soil investigation is superior to anything 
yet provided in this country, We have 
more pretentious buildings, but their 
resources are more largely used in pro- 
viding appliances and men for rigid, ac- 
curate research work. I visited one of 
their dormitories at the agricultural 
college connected with the Fukuoka Ex- 
perimental Station, and here young 
men are provided with room and board 
at four dollavs (gold) per month. From 
the two colleges of highest rank they 
had graduated, in 1907, 1,041 students ; 
from their one hundred and thirty-nine 
A and B classes of agricultural schools 
of second rank they had graduated in 
1906, 12,871, and from the still lower

NEW METHODS OF SOCIALISM 


— 


Enterprises Based on a Hint Taken 
From Financial Magnates. 


In Europe, if we may believe 
such a writer and student as Prof. 
Brooks, the more advanced socisl- 
ists have practically abandoned the 
old communism which is still groped 
after by the noisy socialists ‘of 
America and have turned to more 
practical and profitable things by 
developing the infinite forms of co- 
oyerative industry. - 

In Belgium and in many other 
parts of Hurope, as in England, 
the advanced socialists are to-day 
the co-operators. They have taken 
the hint of the financial magnates 
and orgenized co-operative stores, 
mills, bakeries and so on—in short, 
formed joint stock companies for 
the conduct of productive and dis- 
tributive lines of business for their 
own. benefit and profit. 5 

In the great Austrian capital, 
Vienna, we find such a socialist 
venture—a great flouring mill and 
bread bakery, known as the ‘‘Ham- 
mer Bread Works’ of the ‘‘For- 
ward Co-operative Store,’’ an as- 
seciation or company of working- 
men that has some 70,000 members. 

The great establishment, which 
was opened on June 20 last, stands 
on a site once oceupied by a cloister 
and later by an iron smelter and 
also a flouring mill. The great 
building erected by the socialists 
contains a flouring mill of the most 
modern type known#to Austrian 
milling, with capacity to supply 
flour for a bakery turning out about 
150,000 pounds of bread daily ‘‘and 
then some,’’ the mill marketing a 
large part of its products directly 
in the form of flour. 

The bakery in its turn is also a 
model of its kind with great, cheer- 
ful, clean and cleanable workrooms 
and the most advanced machinery 
for manufacturing bread with the 
least possible manual Jabor or con- 
tact with human hands, the movy- 
able parts of the machinery all get- 
ting power from electric motors. 
Cleanliness and perfection of the 
products is the aim.

House of Keys. 


As an illustration of the variety ot 
experience the public service of Can- 
ada represents it is interesting to 
know that the newly-appointed clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly of Alber- 
ta, Mr. John Robert Cowell, J.P., is 
a veteran official of the Government 
of the Isle of Man, of whose unique 
Parliamentary institutions readers of 
“The Deemster” and kindred books 
have some idea. Besides being a mem- 
ber of various Government Gepart- 
ments, in the Isle of Mona, Mr. Co- 
well was for over twenty years a 
member of the picturesque ‘House ot 
Keys,” the popular branch of the 
Legislature or Tynwald. There is no 
Legislature under the British flag 
where the work of legislation is hedg- 
ed about with more safeguards in the 
shape of formalities than that of the 
Isle of Man. For instance, bills, at- 
ter haying passed both Houses are 
signed by the members, and then sent 
for the Royal Assent. The signatures 
must include those of a clear major- 
ity of both branches—in the case ot 
the House of Keys, thirteen out ol 
the complete membership of twenty- 
four. After receiving the Royal As- 
sent, bills do not become Jaw unti! 
they have been Bromulgated in the 
English and Manx languages on the 
Tynwald Hill and a certificate there- 
of has been signed by the Governor 
and Speaker of the House of Keys. 
After his long public service in a 
country where such exceptional re- 
spect for formality is enforced, Mr. 
Cowell, as the chief officer of the Ai 
berta Legislative Assembly, is not 
likely, without a vigorous protest, to 
allow any of the supposed free-and- 
easy tendencies in the far west to 
interfere with the maintenance o! 
Parliamentary decorum in Alberta’s 
infant Parliament.

The 
information that I had called to get 
I obtained in about ten minutes; yet 
it was close upon three hours before 
I got away—or wanted to.

Every cupboard in 
the place was filled with them; every 
table and every chair was piled up 
with them; every wall was hung with 
them, Something or other of value 
in connection with almost every great 
event in the history of Canada seem- 
ed to have foundgits way here. There 
were Indian relics innumerable, his- 
torical documents by the score, an- 
cient costumes and armor; newspaper 
cuttings covering the best part of a 
century; portraits, pictures, autograph 
letters, rare old books, and so on by 
the hundred. To attempt to give even 
a partial list of this remarkable col- 
lection would be impossible.
